The sentence provides that 
Gilmore shall be detained at the asyium 
until cured of his appetite for strong drink, 
and he may be confined during the remainder 
of his life unless discharged as cured. 
|. Athough the law has been in existence 
tor many years this is believed to be the 
first case on record where a confirmed in- 
ebriate has been sent to the asylum. The 
‘intention of the law was to have the asylum 
‘authorities make special provision for the 
treatment of victims of the drink habit, but 
no such provision was ever made, and what 
to do with Gilmore will puzzle * asylum 
authorities. 
| The complaint against Gilmore was made 
by his wife, and his children appeared as 
witnesses against him. No effort was made 
to show that he was of unsound mind.

Atlanta, Ga., 4.—[ Special. ]}—Gov- 
ernor Allen D. Candler has proved the good 
faith in which he acted in issuing his recent 
proclamation calling on the people of Geor- 
gia to codperate with him in suppressing 
violence by going personally to Newman, 
where the negro John Mullins was in immi- 
nent danger of being lynched by the in- 
furiated citizens, and supervising the cam- 
paign that saved the negro’s life and the 
State from the stigma of another outbreak | 
of illegal justice.

At midnight. last night, while mont good 
vachtsmen were fast asleep, and while the 
anchor lights ot other yachts in the basin’ 
Were blinking in the darkness, the yacht 
Siren, fastest and one of the best cruising 
yachts of its class on the lakes, let go its 
anchorage, and with full cruising sails set 
before the wind glided out of the harbor 
between the pliers which mark the Van Bu- 
ren street gap. Bound for Toronto was 
the signal hoisted in the afternoon, and this 
morning the yacht is speeding up the lake, 
bound for Mackinac, which is to be the 
first stop of the boat, while from there the 
boat will go straight through to Toronto, 
stopping at several places if the winds 
favor it, After Mackinac comes Detroit, 
and from there the boat will make a straight 
trip to Toronto, so as to be there in time 
for the international cup races for the Can- 
ada Cup, in which the yacht Genesee will 
‘try conclusions with the Canada defender. 

It was a laughing, happy crowd which 


went on board the boat late yesterday af ter- 


noon, and while the passengers, who num- 
bered but two, were settling down to yacht 
life, the crew busied itself making 

snug and shipshape for the trip. 

Commodore Peare planned for the trip 
some time ago, but it was not until this 
week that he finally decided to make the 
journey. He found no difficulty in getting 
his crew and his equipment for the journey. 

The trip which Siren will take is not an 
ordinary one. Fifteen hundred miles for 

a yacht of its size is a big undertaking, 
with all kinds of weather to call into action 
the seamanship of the crew. , 

The main trouble about the trip lies in the 
fact that there are likely to variable 
winds which may interfere with the yacht 
‘getting to Toronto on time. Captain E. J. 
Buscey said yesterday, just as he was going 
on board, that if he struck the right kind 
of winds the yacht would not stop on the 
journey but go right on, getting into To- 

ronto in time to fix up and be ready for 
the races ther re. 

It was Peare’s intention originally to race 
in the regatta, but he will have to sail night 
and day and take advantage of avery bit of 
wind so as to reach Buffalo within two 
weeks. It will be an easy stretch after that. 

Siren will return after the races, but will 
take its time in coming back. On the re- 
turn trip several stops will be made and 
much fun is expected, — 

During the races for the cup Siren will 
accompany the boats and at night will return 
to Toronto. 

The crew which sailed with the boat is as 
follows: Commodore, George R. Peare; Cap- 
tain, E. J. Bus¢ey; Elmer Hamblin, Edward 
Younglove, J. Pratt, E. J. Cotherell, J. 
Erick, and Edward Ebbers. 

Returning by way of Detroit, Siren will 
meet some of the best yachts on Lakes 
Huron and Ontario in the annual free-for-all 
sweepstakes of the Detroit Yachtclub. The 
races will take place on Sept. 11 and the 
prizes this year exceed any ever given by 
the association. The first prize, besides giv- 
ing. to the victors the possession of the Hotel 
Lake St. Clair Yacht Cup for one year, 
wins for the boat the purse of $200 in gold 
and the championship flag. 

If the proper connections can be made 
Peare is likely to enter the boat in the races 
along the coast at various points where boats 
of Siren’s class are likely to be entered.

Illinois Steel Company’s Tests. 
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sion of 1893 coke even now might be manu- 
factured here. The Illinois Steel company 
was actively experimenting at that time, 
and had expended $20,000 in plans and pre- 
liminary equipment. Mr. Foote had made a 
trip to Europe expressly to investigate this 
subject, and after an inspection of by- 
product or retort furnaces in Europe report- 
ed favorably on the suggestion that they 
be put in use by the company here.

What is to be the future of the more than 
96,000,000 acres of unoccupied government 
lands in Nebraska, probably the most impor- 
tant remaining portion of the public domain: 
Will the herds of the ranchmen continue to 

4 their ground on the vast undulating 

ateaus of so-called arid land, or will the 
soil be claimed through irrigation for more 
profitable use, as it was once seized for 
domestic herds by the slaughtering of hun- 
dreds of thousands of buffalo? 

These questions are forcing themselves 
forward for answer, even as the dark green 
ef the corn fields is crowding back the 
lighter green of the native grasses, where 
the farmers are sending 

lanters farther and farther up the & 

y which the plateaus rise and recede from 
the river valleys. 

The attempts of capitalists from outside 
of the State to secure control of large tracts 
of the land now used for graz by making 
entries on them under the provisions of the 
reservoir act, though rendered futile later 


by the rules with which the operation of 


that law has been hedged about, have set the 
ranchmen of Nebraska to thinking. It did 
more than that when the news of the first 
filings under that law spread among them. 
It sent them all hustling on long horseback 
journeys over the plains to the land offices of 
the respective districts in which they keep 
their herds; to pretect their own interests 
by g entries, each on his own grazing 
land—his own in the sense that his herds oc- 
cupy it, amd by the unwritten law of the 
ranchman he holds it by virtue of that fact 
long as they continue to occupy It. 

Under the rules governing the application 
of the reservoir act the ranchman is safe 
from any encrodchment. But he knows 
there is another law more powerful than any 
statute enacted by State or federal legisia- 
tive assembly—that. inexorable law of the 
commerctal world which declares that any 
industry that avails: itself of vast natural 


resources. must give way and relinquish its 
holé on ‘those resources if it shal! be found 


that another industry can use them to great- 


er profit and the greater blessing of hu- 


Benefit of Irrigation. 


Though the purposes of investment agents 
and speculators who came from all over 
the United States to make entries on Ne- 
braska 


ands never may be clearly known, 


since the rules promulgated by Land Com- 
missioner Binger Herman have prevented 
them from carrying out those purposes, re- 
ports have gained currency throughout Ne- 


braska, and some of them based on more 


than rumor, that it was the intention of 
at least part of these men to make exten- 
sive experiments in the way of irrigating 
tracts of so-called arid lands and inviting 
immigrants to occupy them as homesteads, 


hoping for profit through leasing irrigation 
privileges to the expected agriculturists. 
Despite these rumors the ranchmen would 


feel no alarm for the future tenancy of their 


lands were it not for the fact that they know 
there is scope for the operation of that other 
unwritten law--the commercial law of the 


survival of the fittest. They know better 


perhaps than ahy one else that the lands 
on which ir herds find none too fat pick- 
ing need only water to make them among the 
richest farming lands of the country. There 


are possibilities, therefore, in the case of 


the agriculturist as against the ranchman, 
and until every means that be devised 


by human wit to supply the ere thing need- 
ed has been tried and found unavailing for 
that purpose, the question will remain as

But the greatest beauties of this region 


are accessible only to those who reach the 


higher levels of the plateaus. Then vision 
is limited only by the power of the eye or 
the condition of the atmosphere, and the

Solution of the Problem. 

Seven acres of this vacant land, approxi- 
mately, to every man, woman, and child in 
Nebraska. And what is to become of it? 

Already irrigation has begun to solve the 
problem. Since the constitutionality of Ne- 
braska irrigation laws has been established 
nearly 1,500 miles of irrigating canals have 
been completed in the State and more than 
1,000,000 acres of land made avatiable for 
farming purposes. This has been done at u 
cost of $1,500,000 in round numbers, but the 
work has been carried on only in the parts 
of the State where the problem could be 
the most easily solved. There remains for 
determination the question whether irriga- 
tion can be effected for the higher plateaus 

thout expense, so great as to make it im- 
practicable from a commercial standpoint. 

Irrigation districts can be formed under 
the Nebraska laws in much the same fash- 
ion, legally considered, ag that in which 
park districts can be created in Illinois. 
State irrigation conventions have been held 
from, time to time, and at the latest of these 
figures were presented showing that per- 
petual water rights can be secured under 
the district law at a cost of $8.50 an acra 
which cost, when purchased from private 
irrigation corporations, $10 an acre, Hence, 
when the question of how to irrigate is au- 
swered, as to method, the work doubtless 
will be done largely by the people, 6 ized 
into irrigation districts, rather than by cor- 


porations. 
To the question as to method, there its 


choice between two alternatives for an an- 


swer. There are two possible sources of 
water supply. One is underground. The 


other is in the streams, the water to be 
taken for each tract or plateau from a point 
in the stream where the water level is higher | 


than the surface level of the plateau. 


The one means digging deep. The . | 


means carrying irrigating canals ‘throug 
great distances. | 
As to first cost, there is no com 


mparison. 
The well, which can be sunk on the spot 
almost anywhere in the arid section with 
certainty of striking an abundant under- 


ground flow, is by far the cheaper to install. 


The great advantage of the irrigating canal 


that, once built, the expense practi 

is at anend. There is only then the annual 
cost of attendance and repairs, for nature 
furnishes the power, in simple gravitation, 
to carry the water where it is needed. ie, 

The well, on the other hand, must be sup- 
plemented with a windmill or steam pump, 
ing plant and with an elevated reservoir the 
size of a well's capacity to irrigate each 
Underground Flow of Water. 

Professor Barton of the United States 
Geological Survey has made extensive in- 
vestigations as to the underground flow 
through the arid section and has reported it 
to be so great and so general as to be prae- 
tically illimitable as a source of supply ot 
water for irrigation p 

If it were planned to utilize this vast area 
in Nebraska for agriculture by perpetually 
furnishing it water, and all the water it 
would need, by artificial means, the number 
of those who scout the idea would be great- 
er even than it is now. But meteorologists 
are of the opinion that, once the soil is made 
fertile by an artificial water supply and the 
work of raising crops well under way 
throughout a. considerable portion of the 


| territory in question, nature will go far to- 


ward caring for the water supply then for 
all time, or so long as the land is kept under 
cultivation. | 

The foundation for this opinion is the 
theory that the plains get no moisture now 
from the sky, or but little, only because they 
give none to the sky. The soil in its untilled 
condition is peculiarly impervious to moist- 
ure, and what rain falls runs into the 
streams at once and is carried away. None 
is left soaking in the soll to evaporate grad- 
ually and fill the air with mists and clouds 


and to be precipitated again in rain. 


With the ground, or a large portion of it, 


under crops, this condition would be re- 


moved. Whatever rain fell it would be re- 
tained in the soil until taken up by the air, 
as by a great sponge, only to fall again. 
Tt is not believed that by this means the 
need of irrigation could be done away with 
entirely for this section. The topography 
of the region does not warrant such a be- 
net. But it is held that by cultivation the 
soll could be made partly self-supporting 
as to its need for moisture, and this wou 
greatly reduce the permanent expense o 
irrigation. 
Again, it is said that if the ranchmen take 
advantage of the opening offered them un- 
der the terms of the reservoir law and build 


reservoirs for stock-watering purposes, in 
grazi 


order to retain their hold on the 
lands, as is not unlikely to occur, this will 
operate much in the same way as — ie! 
tion of the land to increase the rainfall of 
the region. | | ; 
The rules framed to govern the operation 
of the law stipulate that for any forty acre 
tract on which entry is made under the law 
within two years after filing his application 
the holder, if he is to retain control of the 
land, must construct a reservoir of not less 
than 500,000 gallons for eighty 
‘acres, not less than 1,000,000 gallons, and for 
160 acres, not less than 1,500,000 gallons. 
The action of the ranchmen in 
large numbers of land entries was taken, 
they admitted when making their entries, to 
prevent the possibility of outsiders crowding. 
them off their long used ranches by taking 
advantage of the law. None of these ranch- 
men, so far as known, has begun the building 
of reservoirs. The law gives them two years 
from the date of filing applications in which 
to complete the work. If in that time the 
reservoirs are not made according to speci- 
tions, the applicant loses his control of 
land. Title he does not acquire under 
this act in any case. But land office officials, 
ranchmen, and farmers agree that if the 
stock-raisere,bpild any great number of res- 
ervoirs the result will be eventually toward 
making the land they thus seek to hold for 
grazing purposes really that much more 
available for farming. 
It is not believed in Nebraska that any 
future influx of homesteaders will be marked 
by such conflicts between them and the 
ranchmen as were common in that State 
thirty years ago, the last of which did not 
occur till ten or twelve years later. There 
ig hardly a county on the borderland be- 
tween farming lands and grazing lands, and 
few even in the strictly agricultural districts 
of Nebraska; that has not its story of ranch- 
men killing homestead for driving off or 
killing their cattle, or homesteaders killing 
ranchmen for trying to drive them away 
from their farms.

Scott's or Thackeray’s characters dwell in 
the mind more securely than John Thorpe, 
the bragging, babbling undergraduate in 
Northanger Abbey,“ or the feather- 
brained, cold-hearfed flirt, his sister Isa- 
bella. The interest of the story turns on

THE PHILIPPINE SITUATION. 


Mr. R. H. Little, the Manila cor- } 


respondent of Tum Cuicaco Trisuns, in 
his letter printed yesterday, draws a pie- 
ture of the sittiation in the Philippines which 

may not be entirely encouraging, but it 


may be relied upon as accurate, for there 
is no more reliable or conscientious eor- 
respondent in the field. The substance of | 


his statement, written on June 26, When 
the rainy season was just beginning, is that: 


the army can now only hold what it has 
gained by unceasing alertness and ac- 


tivity in defense against sallies and night 
attacks, and prepare itself to resume the 
campaign some time in November or De- 
cember next, before which time it will 
not be possible to move large bodies of 
troops and artdlery. 

Mr. Little also chews! that the n 
gents are still in the trenches confront- 
ing our forces, that they hold two-thirds 
of the trackage of the only railroad in 


Luzon, that the towns recently captured 


have been abandoned because we have. 
not troops enough to garrison them, and 
have been reoccupied by the Filipinos, who 
outnumber our army ten td one, and that 


they are Continually receiving fresh sup- 


plies, arms, and ammunition from Japan, 
Australia, and even from some of the 


recreant fire-inethe-rear anti-imperialists in 
this country. After every defeat they enme 


back again in better shape than before 
and they are not dull scholars in learning 
our war methods. What they cannot gain 
by fighting they gain by craft, and Mr. 
Little has no doubt that upon each ocea - 
sion when they made overtures for peace 
they were in a tight place and did so to 
find time and opportunity for wriggling | 
out of it, and they succeeded wrens time. 


Mr. Little says: 
The army of both regulars and 8 has 


done nobly. It has done not only as much as . 


000 men could by the vainest of nations de ex- 
ypected to do, but it has done what might hardly 
have been hoped for from 50,000 men as far as 
desperate fighting and blind obedience to incom- 
prehensible commands go. 

The who'e trouble has been that the situation 

here has not been properly understood. There 
e an available force in the Philippines at pres- 
‘ent of about 18,000 men. General Lawton over 
his own signature has declared that 100.000 men 
were necessary to carry on the war against the 
insurgents. Consul Wildman at Hongkong long 
ago declared that 100,000 men were the least 
number required té prosecute the war propery. 

The present force will be increased some 
by the néw enlistments. If it is not large 
enough then it should be increased still 
more. There should be troops enough to 
hold every place captured and keep Aguinal- 
do on the ran instead of capturing a place, 
then abandoning it, and allowing the Filipi- 
hos to come back again, and then have 


to do the work all over again. If it 


‘requires 100,000 men to do this, then send 


100,000 men and make an end of this in- 
surrection, As Mr. Little says, The con- 
ditions at the end of the present cam- 
paign are not gratifying.” They cer- 
tainly are not what were expected three 
or four months ago. They never will be 
gratifying until a force is sent large enough 
to crush this rebellion. The present style 
of campaigning is only playing at war. 
It is time to give the Filipinos a touch 
of actual war and end this unsatisfactory 
business, and if Otis is not the man for 
this, then let Lawton or MacArthur or 
Joe Wheeler or some other equally good 
fighter take charge of the campaign under 
the direction of the General of the army, 
who has not yet been allowed an oppor- 
tunity to show what he can do.

THE 0 cost OF BAD ROADS. | 

Maurice E. Eldridge of the Department 
ot Agriculture, who has special charge of 
the office of public road inquiries, has 
been collecting data as to the cost of 
hauling farm and other products over 
American roads. The conclusion which 
he draws from the replies to 10,000 let- 
ters of inquiry sent to reliable farmers 
and teamsters in the United States is that 
the average cost of hauling one ton a dis- 
tance of one mile is 26 cents. For the 
same amount of money a ton can be car- 
ried 200 miles by steamer and fifty miles 
by rail, Evidently horse. power or oat 
power is expensive. 

But while it costs the farmers of ai 
country a quarter of a dollar to team a ton 
of produce one mile, it costs European 
farmers only 6.8 cents. The latter have 
hard, smooth, and comparatively level 
roads, which can be traveled in all kinds 
of weather. Most American roads are 80 
poorly constructed that they are of lit- 
tle use except in pleasant weather, when, as 
a rule, the farmers would like to be doing 
something besides teaming their produce 
to market. The American farmers com- 
plain, and often with justice, of the high 
freight rates of the railways. But they 
are taxing themselves over 16 cents more 
per ton per mile of haul to the nearest 
railroad depot, when they could get rid 
of that tax by the simple device of building 
decent roads. 

It is impossible to figure out the cost of 
the bad roads bills which the farmers pay 
yearly needlessly and without complaint. 
One road reformer says those bills foot 
up 260 million dollars annually. That is 
a mere guess, but it may be near the truth. 
Whatever the sum may. be it falls on the 
farmers exclusively and thus cuts down. 
their net receipts from their corn, wheat, 
and other crops. It would not be difficult 
for the farmers of an Illinois township 
to ascertain the weicht of all the produce 
they take to and from the nearest mar- 
ket during a year and thus find out whet 
bad roads are costing them. ‘When they 
have the information it may be they win 
vote for a higher road tax. 

Every year about 30 million dollars is 
spent in this country in the repairing of 
mud roads. The money is expended to no 
purpose, but the farmers keep on paying 
it out, while refusing to contribute a larger 
sum which, if jadiciously expended, would 
give them permanent roads, which it would 
cost but a trifle to keep in perfect condi- 
tions Then they would not have to keep 
as many horses as they do now. There 
would be less wear and tear of horses, har- 
ness, and wagons. The farmers would be 
able to get their products to market at all 
times, while it happens now often that 
they cannot market those products when

fying it save by this prerogative of mercy 
now exercised by the Home Secretary in the 
name of the Queen, who has absolutely no 
voice whatsoever in the affair. The Home 
Secretary, who is sometimes a lawyer and 
often a mere layman, is responsible to no 
one in the tter, decides according to his 
Own personal views and caprice, and rarely 
interferes with the course of justice.
